The interest excited in regard to the financial 
policy of the country by the Ohio contest, and 
by the efforts at inflationist propagandiem in 
various portions of the West, give importance to 
the views of prominent business men at this 
period. The financial debates of the last session 
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of Congress, and the thorough discussion of the 
subject in the press, has had the effect of plac- 
ing all the arguments before the public, so that 
the opinions given below represent the material 
judgment and sober second thought of repre- 
men of the business 
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following expressions of views elicited : 
THE BANKERS, 
J. IRVING PEARCE, 
The reporter of Tun Tuisons called first upon 
a number of the leading bankers and asked their 
opinions on the subject. of finances. To the 
question whether any increase of the legal-ten- 
der issue would be beneficial, 
Pearce, President of the Third National Bank, 
returned a decided negative. 
Mr. Pearce— There is no need for the issue of 
asingle greenback. The present banking law 
supplies ample facilities for increasing the cur- 
rency whenever the wants of trade will require 
it. The paper issue is now greater than the re- 
quirements of business. 
Reporter Do you think resumption might be 
safely accomplished by the time fixed at the last 
session of Congress ? 
Mr. Pearce—My opinion is that if the affairs of 
the Government are decently managed it will be 
ready to resume then. There should be legisla- 
tion to make the approximation of the green- 
back to bar a gradual movement, but I have seen 
fluctuations of 10 per cent in six monchs cra 
year, and business went on nevertheless. The 
Treasury notes should ultimately be retired to 
the last dollar. The Government has no more 
right to be dishonest in ite dealings than 
as it promises to pay, 
and does pot do it, it dishonors its paper. I 
uback is a legal tender as a War measure.

Reporter—What do you think of Kelley's 
pavacea for political ills? 

Mr. Rutter—It is an absurd scheme, and the 
absur dest thiog about it is the profession that it 
is put forward to help the poor man. The depre- 
ciation of paper resulting from the inflation of 
tne currency would cheat and despoil the

Reporter—Mr. Haines, what are your views on 
the financial question? Do we want more cur- 
rency ? 
Mr. Hainese—No. 
Repo: ter Do you favor specie resumption, or 
do you think Kelley's 3.65 interconvertible bond 
to be the thing ? 
Mr. Haines—I have never given Judge Ke!- 
ley’s plan much thought, but I believe in the 
principle of the interconvertibility of bonds and 
currency to a limited degree. With the legai- 
tender and the National Bank acts, redemption 
ceased, and business has been conducted on the 
basis of irredeemable paper. If we should drop 
suddenly back to hard pan, there would be a bad 
emach, At present there is a hard, inelastic 
condition of the finances, aud the country oscil- 
lates between periods of plethora and strin- 
gency. Now, if in times whens redundancy of 
money existe, it could be gathered into 
the United States Treasury at a low 
rate of i interest, a safe reservoir 
would be provided for moneys not 
needed in business operations, from which cur- 
rency could be drawn out as required by the 
wauts of trade. Without such a reservoir, 
money accumulates, aud in order to place it un- 
safe :iske are taken, upremunerative enterprises 
are undertaken, and, when the time of stringen- 
cy comes, the money cannot be reclaimed, the 
pressure in the money market forces down 
values, and failure and crisis may follow. My 
idea is to create an active redemption of bank- 
notes ip greenbacks, and I am convinced that 
will bring.us to resumption by degrees. I would 
make the greenback a little better than the 
bank-note by making it exchangable at any 
time for certificates of deposit bearing interost 
at from 1 to 2 per cent as may be found ex- 
pedient. This would bring out ali the hoarded 
greenbacks, and corporations would soit out 
greenbacks from bauk-rotes, in order to ex- 
change them for interest-bearing Treasary cer- 
tiicases. This would cause a movement of 
bank- notes to their banks of issue, in order to 
be redeemed in greenbacks. Such redemotion 
once began would finally end io resumption. A 
sudden resumption at aay fixed time would 
break the country. Ip order to resume we must 
accumulate coin, and we cannot do that 
unless the balance of trade was turned 
sufficiently in our favor to check the 
exportof gold. If a redemption of bank-notes 
in greenbacks would be s ily maintained. the 
banks would be constrained to restrict their ad- 
vances to actual busipess operations, and 
country would be brought into a more healthy 
condition. Banking should be free. Congress 
should repeal the tax of 10 per cent on the cir- 
culation of State banks and let them get up 
notes good enough to go side by side with the 
National Banks.

Mr. 8.—I think it should be effected gradually, 
so that iuterests would not be disturbed. There 
are a good many enterprises which owe their ex- 
istence to the present currency system, 
and they would undergo a severe hard- 
ship if this thing was done sud 
denix.

R.—What'pian do you think the Government 
might safely pursue ? 

Mr. 8.—It might issue bonds and purchase 
gold; or the Treasury notes might be brought 
up to par if the Government would issue bonds 
to take them up, and advertised to take them 
for duties. It is the tact that they wouid 
not pay duties which had caused their 
depreciation. If they can de made 
receivable for such a purpose I see no reason 
why they should\ not reach par. The National 
Banks should gradually contract their circulation 
until they are able to redeem in treasury notes 
or gold, the Government taking up the notes by 
bonds, or redeeming them in gold. 

Dr. Smith, who in the meantime had eome in, 
said be was strongly in favor of resumption, and 
down. on any further inflation. He did 
not want to see anything done to inter- 
fere with Congress, and thought the country 
was very rapidly tending towards resumption.

Mr. Hawkius was 
careful to tell the jury that the instructions he 
had received on this point came from Col. 
Baker's own lips. He added, in bare justios to 
himself, that bad the defendaat inetructed him 
to take a different course, his services would 
not have been at his commaad. That is right, 
yet it had better have been left unsaid. In- 
quiry had shown at once that Miss Dickenson's 
character was absolutely unassailaole, aod the 
slightest bint in a contrary sense would have 
been destructive to whoever made it.

About fifty police-constables moved in the same 
direction, and there were moun police on 
either side of the cab. This proceeding induced 
the crowd to go in the same  direc- 
tion. An opportunity was thus 
of bringing up the carriage, already re- 
ferred to, to the entrance in the High 
street, and comparatively few people were cog- 
nizant of the prisoner's departure. He was 
driven to Horsemonger Lane Jail, the only per- 
sons accompanying him being Mr. John heeue, 
the Governor, and one of the warders.

Wasuincros, D. C. Aug. 19.—Section 3,152 of 
the Revised Statutes provides for the employ- 
ment by the Commissioner of Internal Revenue 
of twenty-five agents, to whom be may st his 
discretion assign to duty under the direction of 
any officer of Internal Revenue, or to such other 
special duty as he may deem necessary, It ies 
also ordered that po general or special agent or 
inspector, by whatever designation he may be 
known, of ‘the Treasury , Department, 
in connection with the Internal Rev- 
enue, except inspectors of tobacco, 
souff, and cigars, shall be appointed. 
commissioned, employed, or continued in office 
at the time the office of Assessor of Internal 
Revenue was abolished. Commissioner Douglass 
asked Congress to increase the number of 
Special Agente to fifty. but that body failed to 
comply with his request. After that some of the 
Supervisors secured the appointment of a num- 
ber of Surveyors of Distiuleries, and assigned 
them tv the duties ordinariiy performed b 
agents, but this was fluaily decided to be illeg 
and was discontinued. Simce that time the 
Supervisors have been allowed especial clerks, 
some of them employing ove aud others two, 
and those clerks have in most cases beeu 
detailed for detective duty similar to that per- 
formed by special agents. The question has re- 
cently been raised whether this is uot in viola- 
tion of the law quoted above, and Commissioner 
Pratt now bas the subject ander cousideration. 
The Commissioner seems determined not only to 
conduct the affairs of his office honestiy and 
economically, but in strict accordance with law. 
Sbould he conelude that the practice described 
above is illegal, he will put @ stop to it, and, if 
his force of Special Agents is not then large

Discovery of a Letter Proposing a Gen- 


eral Massacre of the Whites. 


New Tonk, Aug. 19.+The Times bas a special 


from Augusta, Ge., about the reported attempted 
insurrection of the negroes, It says; Two days 
siocé a letter was found at Williamson's store, in 
Wasbington County, the place where a colored 
militia company drilis, ordering the massacre of 
the whiter on the 20th tnstaut. The order was 
signed by a man named Harris, and stated that 
Rivers, a colored militia General of South Caro- 
lina, would be present and direct the movement. 
The order said: “Kill every White man, and 
take every gun you can get. Have all your com- 
panies eady, Kill with axes, hoes, aha piten- 
forks, and get gunpowder and shot as you kill.“ 
After commencing. the work in Wasbington 
County, the negroes were directed to move to- 
ward Bartow, in Jefferson County, where they 
would de joined by Gen. Rivers, At first many 
thought this was a hoax gotten up for the pur- 
pose of searing the whites, but yesterday a let- 
ter was found in Jefferson County, directed to 
the colored companies, and giving substantially 
the same inetructious, The whites, apprebend- 
ing danger, telegraphed to Macon for ammuni- 
tion, which was promptly furnished and 
distributed to the local companies. Every prep- 
oration was made for a conflict, but measures 
were also taken to prevent a collision, and by 
dusk this evening eighty negroes charged with 
being the ringléaders in the movement had 
been arrested. It is alleged that the correspond- 
ence captured indicates the existence of a con- 
spiracy among the negroes extending through 
the counties of Washington, Jefferson, Johnson, 
and Burke. 

It w u feared that the whites will not await 
the process of law, but will lynch the prisoners, 
Moderation is counseled, but fears for thé worst 
are entertained. Many believe that the affair 
bas been exaggerated, and that no mischief was 
intended. , 

A letter somewhat similar to the order above 
mentioned was intercepted in Hancock County 
some time ag, and the whites then armed for 4 
conflict, but none came. At present there is the 
greatest excitement prevailing in the counties 
thieatened, god the rligotest imprudence may 
cause the most disastrous consequences.

WHO ARE THE MONEY-LENDERS P 

Do the men who denounce the “‘ money- 
lenders” as a class, who are grinding their 
fellow-men and consuming the substance of 
the producers, ever ask themselves the perti- 
nent question, who are the money-lenders of 
the United States? The demagogue’s cry 
ngainst money-lenders is on a par with that 
indulged in so extravagantly against corpora- 
tions in the Legislature of Illinois last win- 
ter. Twenty-five men, eash having from 
$500 to $2,000, and no one having enough 
by himself to engage in the business, com- 
bine their money and organize as a corpora- 
tion to engage in the purchase of raw ma- 
terial, to purchase machinery, hire labor, and 
convert those materials into manufactured 
goods. Because these twenty-five men unite 
their small capital to do that which they 
could not do separately, the policy of the 
Legislature of Illinois has been to treat them 
as pirates, and the Democratic orators (and 
some Republicans) have denounced them as 
enemies to the State and to mankind. Simi- 
lar ignorance welcomes the equally stupid 
denunciation of the money-lenders az a class 
as public enemies. It may be interesting to 
know who these money-lenders are.

In addition 
to these there are the many life and fire in- 
surance companies who lend their surplus 
money on real estate security. To this class of

These companies represent a number of lend- 
ers equal to thenumber of their stockholders. 
Having thus ascertained approximately the 
number of the money-lenders of the country, 
t is not out of place to inquire who they are. 

In the first place, we have nearly three 
millions of persons, each having a small sum 
of money, which is of itself not large enough 
to be invested either securely or profitably ; 
these persons, by combining their one or two 
dollars with some other persons’ fives, fifties, 
and hundreds, are enabled to place it at inter- 
est in the hands of the savings-bank manage- 
ments, who in turn lend it in large sums on 
profitable terms to men in all branches of 
business, There are thousands of houses in 
Chicago which have been built or bought by 
loans from these savings banks; the money 
is also loaned on time to manufacturers. to be 
used by them as and the money 
of the depositors is thus used to enable the 
employer to carry on his business,—the 
money going back in weekly installments to 
the depositors to be redeposited in the banks.

country banks. At times it is loaned to pur- 
chase grain and flour; at other times it is 
used to pay debts at the East or in Europe; 
at times it is loaned to purchase stocks of 
goods ; loaned to purchase iron and wood, 
paints and oils, and pay wages, that the iron, 
wood, paints, and oils may be converted into 
salable fabrics. It is loaned to purchase hides, 
lumber, live-stock ; it is loaned to carry on 
every legitimate branch of business industry. 
These moneys thus placed in bank in the form 
of capital and deposits constitute the active 
funds by whieh business of every kind is car- 
ried on, 

The money-lenders of the United States 
who loan their money through the agency of 
banks number over four millions of persons, 
including in that number persons of every class 
and occupation. First, the stockholders “in 
the banks who hold stock from the single 
share of $50 or $100 to shares amounting to 
larger sums. ‘These stockholders are largely 
persons of moderate means, and include thou- 
sands of farmers. In like manner, the aver- 
age sum to the credit of each depositor in 
the savings banks is less than $350. These 
depositors are the industrious, sober, thrifty 
workmen and traders who are saving of their 
daily earnings, and lend their accumulations on 
call. Thedepositors in the State and National 
Banks are all men engaged in active business ; 
they are both depositors and borrowers. The 
average deposit is not a large one, but the 
combination of comparatively small sums 
constitute the aggregate of the money loaned. 
The merchants, farmers, manufacturers, me- 
chanics, laborers, widows, and orphan heirs, 
constitute the money-lenders of the United 
States. These are the army of non-produc- 
ers” who are said to be eating up the sub- 
stance of the people. 

SWINDLING BANKERS. 

Police authorities in large cities have long 
been in the habit of making collections of 
the implements used by the rogues who prey 
upon the community,—euch as slung-shots, 
jimmies, pistols, knives, false keys, chisels, 
knucklers, bludgeons, etc.,—but none of the 
authorities have yet exhibited to the public 
in these collections the implements used by 
a certain class of bankers in preying upon 
the community by the practice of the confi- 
dence game. Such an opportunity is now 
offered in the case of Duncan, Sarrnman & 
Co. Alongside of the jimmies, and knuck- 
lers, and forged checks, should be hung, for 
instance, the official statement of the assets 
and liabilities, as recently filed by the As- 
signee in Bankruptcy, showing the remark- 
able shrinkage of capital, amounting to its 
complete dissipation. This might be accom- 
panied by sample copies of the worthless 
rags held by Duwoan, Suemman & Co. as 
securities, consisting of railroad, mining, and 
insurance stocks, not worth the paper 
they are printed on, by a list of the 
disastrous speculations in which they engaged 
outside the legitimate channels of banking, 
and by some of their accommodation swin- 
dle paper. Such an exposition would be ex- 
tremely interesting, as showing how unscru- 
pulous bankers may go on for years, playing 
their confidence games upon the public, until 
at last the whole affair ends in collapse, the 
exhaustion of confidence, and the defrauding 
of those who have had dealings with them. 
The public might learn a useful lesson from 
it, and the exhibition might also prove useful 
as a warning to other unscrupulous bankers. 

Taking the summary of Duncan, Sunna 
& Co.’s accounts as in point, what a showing 
they make! Total copartnership liabilities, 
$4,910,018! Total copartnership assets, 
$1,854,568! Sunk, that is, creditors swin- 
died out of, $3,055,445, by a gigantic confi- 
dence game! It is now announced that they 
offer to pay 33 per cent to their creditors on 
time. Oreditors had better take it. They 
will never pay as much again, and the possi- 
bility of 33 per cent is better than nothing. 
They can learn a useful lesson from 
the result of Jay Coons & Oo.’s 
failure in this respect. The assets are 
figured at $1,854,568. How much they will 
realize may be inferred from examining one 
class of assets, namely, stocks and bonds. 
It is a suggestive list: Paterson & Parampo 
Railroad, Mobile & Ohio Railroad, Mobile & 
Ohio consolidated bonds, Mobile & Alabama 
Grand Trunk, Arkansas bonds, Alabama 
bonds, Mobile County bonds, Eureka Lake 
and ‘Yuba Canal Company, Albert Mining 
Compeny, Surprise Valley Mining Company, 
and so on, the list closing with the significant 
item, other items,” the whole footing up 
the estimated market value at $567,470,— 
in reality mainly composed of rags, kites, 
and paper balloons, averaging, at a generous 
estimate, 10 cents on the dollar! There were 
other rotten securities taken in consideration 
of high rates of interest, and this firm, which 
enjoyed the respect and confidence of the 
community, also imposed upon it by raising

drafts, the stale resort of very vulgar swin- 
dlers. 


With such practices as these, the confidence 
game has been played for years upon an un- 
suspecting community. The six millions of 
capital of the firm could not have been lost 
ina few months. It must have taken years. 
Where is it? The two millions left is not the 
origingl capital. It is the creditors’ money. 
These practices were not only kept up for 
years, but they were kept up to the very last. 
The $40,000 out of which the City of Chicago 
was defrauded, which should have been a 
special deposit, was taken at a time when the 
firm wasn't worth 30 cents on the dollar, and 
was paid out to other creditors. Is there no 
punishment for such practices? In England 
such an operation with accomodation paper 
would have consigned the confidence op- 
erators to the State’s Prison for a long 
term of years. Even now the London 
courts are engaged in a vigorous 
prosecution of the Comm Brothers, 
who failed for a larger amount 
than Dunoax, Sitzrman & Co., and who stood 
as high in the public esteem as the latter, 
and who practiced the same general kind of 


from the vulgar operations on the street- 
corners in the amount involved? What 
possible protection for creditors can there be 
when the law takes no cognizance of these 
gigantic swindles? Will credit ever be safe 
until these colossal confidence operators are 

ed? It is time to cease sentimentaliz- 
ing and to talk plainly. It is time that the 


courts interfered in behalf of depositors, and 


that justice overtook these operators, who 
are liable not only to involve those who have 
direct dealings with them, but outside parties 
also in no wise concerned with them. Strict 
justice would send Duncan, Saxrman & Co. 
to the Penitentiary, and that they are not 
there only shows that justice is not strict,— 
in other words, is partial. 


THE QUESTION OF EXPORTS. 

Nature would make the United States one 
of the greatest exporting nations of the world. 
It is a truism to say that a man who works 
produces more than he can himself consume. 
If he did not do so, there could not possibly 
be any accumulation of capital whatever. 
There would be constant danger of famine, 
too, for any unexpected increase in popula- 
tion or a single destructive storm might 
make it impossible to produce the requisite 
amount of food for each mouth. Moreover, 
there could be no idlers whatever. A man 
who did not work would surely die. 
The existence of capital and leisure is 
due to the fundamental fact that a 
worker produces more than he can him- 
self consume. In some countries, à very 
large proportion of the people are unproduc- 
tive’ consumers, They live on what the 
others produce, and thus diminish the ex- 
portable surplus. In the United States, the 
number of non- producers is very small, in 
fact, tiny. Every European traveler natices 
the fact. Our exportable surplus ought, 
therefore, to beara larger proportion to the 
total annual product than that of almost any 
other country. We have, moreover, the 
greatest natural facilities of any country for 
the production of wealth. The ripe knowl- 
edge of the Old World, and the virgin soil, 
inexhaustible mines, and boundless forests of 
the New, are our heritage. Yet a people of 
unparalleled energy, backed by all these 
natural advantages, export little except the 
bulky and perishable products of the plow and 
the hoe. We send abroad small value in 
large space. If the laws of Nature were un- 
obstructed, we would also export large value 
in small space, in the shape of the compact 
and precious products of the anvil and the 
loom. We would pay our foreign debts with 
our surplus.gold product and with manufac- 
tured articles, not by shipping the specie we 
need for a circulating medium, and not by 
sending over bonds in renewal of the old 
dues. But our Chinese Wall of a tariff stands 
in the way. By increasing the cost of count- 
less raw materials, of labor, of transportation, 
and by cutting off the imports that, if admit- 
ted, would stimulate exporting, the tariff 
confines the American manufacturer to 
America,—to one country of America. 
We used to supply the world with many lines 
of goods. We supplied Hindostan with 
better and cheaper cottons than England 
could produce. We drove the English ax- 
manufacturers ont of the Chinese, the South 
American, and finally out of the English 
market. Under free trade, our trade was 
more than imperial. It is now provincial. 
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' PAPAL ASSUMPTIONS, 

Tur Tarom of Monday contained the 
following extract from a remarkable letter 
addressed by the Pope to M. Dupanxovp, 
Bishop of Paris, complimenting him on the 
passage of the University bill: 

Though it is contrary to the eternal laws of justice 
and to sound reason to place the true and the false on 
the same level, to allow to both the same rights,— 
nevertheless, as the iniquity of the times has made 
right, which by ite nature belongs only to truth, at- 
tributed to error, so that the latter is allowed the 
power, wrongly labeled with the name of liberty, to 
creep in and spread at ite will ita lying theories of edu- 
cation, we acknowledge that your conduct has been 
equally wise and opportune in seeking to extract the 
antidote from the very poison which civil society has 
imbibed and bears in its bosom. If the laws allow the 
first comer to put forward the dreams of his dis- 
tempered mind as dogmas of science, there is certainly 
no reason why truth should not be accorded the same 


liberty. ° 

Before commenting upon this very remark- 
able and very bitter declaration upon Protest- 
antism, it is necessary to state that the Uni- 
versity bill authorizes the clergy in France to 
establish clerical schools and universities free 
from the supervision of the Government, in 
which they are at liberty henceforward to 
teach what they please,—a privilege which 
they have not had before since the French 
Revolution. 

The Pope commences his letter with the 
assumption that it is contrary to the eter- 
nal laws of justice and to sound reason to 
place the true and the false om the same 
level, to allow to both the same rights.” But 
what is the truth and what is the error? 
This must be decided before we can assume 
that it is contrary to justice and reason to 
place them on the same level. And who is to 
be the judge? ‘There are in this world one 
hundred million Protestants who do not 
believe in the assumptions of the Pope, in 
his infallibility, his dogmas, in his preten- 
sions that he holds the keys of Sr. Prran, or 
that he can do any more for the spiritual ben- 
efit of mankind than other teachers of relig- 
ion of equal piety. There are also in the 
world two hundred millions of Catholics, 
millions of whom do not subscribe to all the 
Pope's pretensions, especially in his tem- 
poral assumptions and political demands, 
Now, who is to be the judge between these 
two great portions of mankind to decide 
which is right and which is wrong? If the 
Pope were, as he claims to be, an infallible 
interpreter, he would have forbidden error, 
and his infallibility of judgment would have 
led him to perceive that the only way of sup- 
pressing error was by the enlightenment of 
the erroneous masses, a process which is not 
now, and never bas been, the policy of the 
Roman Curis. There is but. one in- 
fallible authority, and He is God, 
and God has left men free to form their own 
opinions in matters of religious belief and 
notions, having endowed them with con- 
science which points out what is right and 
what is wrong. Under this tlear authority 
of the teachings of God, Protestants claim 
that they have the right of private judgment. 
The Pope's letter, therefore, starts off with 
the assumption that he only has the right to 
decide between truth and error ; ‘that he 
alone is right and all others who differ from

markable work. The spirit still exists in the 
Roman Curia, but the power has gone, even 
in Catholic countries. There is another 
feature of this letter which is even more ex- 
traordinary than its assumptions, and that is 
the almost feeling of envy which inspired it, 
and which crops outin every expression. 
While the Roman Catholic Church has ob- 
tained the permission which it has long cov- 
eted, of preaching its dogmas in the schools 
of France without let or hindrance, 
it looks with envious eyes upon the 
Protestants and Liberals of the same 
country, who have been accorded the same 
privileges, simply because the Pope claims 
that he alone is right and all others are wrong. 
To show the injustice and illiberal character 
of this envious spirit, let us make a local ap- 
plication of the whole matter. In the United 
States, Church and State are happily com- 
pletely separated, and the freest liberty of 
conscience is allowed to all. The right of 
private judgment is jealously guarded, and 
any attempt of the State to interfere with 
the affairs of the Church is as quickly re- 
sented as an attempt of the Church to dictate 
in political affairs. The vast masses of the 
people are Protestants, and they have the 
physical and political power, and, were they 
so disposed, could use it for the suppres- 
sion of Oatholicism as completely as 
Catholics have used it in ‘times 
past for the suppression of Protestantism. 
Of the forty millions of people in this coun- 
try, at least thirty-five millions disbelieve the 
Papal dogmas and assumptions, and will not 
allow that the Pope is infallible, or that he 
has any authority to decide between truth 
and error; and of the other five millions, 
many have serious doubts upon these sub- 
jects. Notwithstanding all this, and not- 
withstanding the frequent efforts made by 
Ultramontanism to gain a foothold of influ- 
ence in secular affairs by a division of the 
common-school funds, these thirty-five mill- 
ions of. Protestant people are. entirely will- 
ing to tolerate what they believe to be the er- 
rors of the other five millions, because they 
believe in the right of private judgment. 
They would not even offer an objection to 
the Pope’s coming here if he were so 
disposed; and locating the chair of Sr. Pz- 
run in any part of their country, and 
they would protect him in the exercise of his 
spiritual prerogatives so long as they did not 
intrench upon the political liberties of the 
people. Does it not seem strange, therefore, 
that the Pope should not condede to others 
what he claims for himself and his Church ? 
To put it still stronger, doesit not seem 
strange that the Holy Father, as he is termed, 
the Viceregent of Christ, pretending to teach 
and represent the doctrines of Christ, should 
not allow that liberty of conscience which 
is so clearly set forth and commended to 
men by Christ Himself in all His teachings 
and in every part of the Holy Scriptures? 
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Old Sronnr, in a column of swash concern- 
ing city finances, says :

Beveridge 
received a letter from M. E. Norris, Sheriff of 
Williamson County, to-night, notifving him 
that he would have enlisted by Saturday next a 
full company of militia, composed of the best 
men in the county.

He 
reiterates that the purpose of the people of his 
county is to get rid of the Ku-Kiux through the 
courts first, This failing, the people will hang 
them as fast as caught, until the last one of 
them shall have been dispatcbed. "

The following account of the Franklin County 
fight is furnished by a Deputy Sheriff who par- 
iicipated in it: 

Bewron, III., Aug. 18.—The posse, consisting 
of twenty men, arrived at the residence of Mr. 
Maddox at 10 o'clock, and were secreted in the 
laue leading to the house, and in the garden ad- 
joiming the yard. They were armed with double- 
barreled shot-guns, After waiting patientiy for 
two hours, @ party of horsemen were beard pass- 
ing througb a lane a haifemile from where they 
were located, but on, and were 
soon out of hearing. Supposing that they 
had got wind..of the fact that tbe resi- 
dence of Mr Madaox was guarded, half 
of the posse concluded to get out their horses 
and give them chase. While catching their 
horses, and before starting, the alarm was given 
that they were coming. They dismounted bas- 
tily, fastened their horves, and, by the time they 
were secreted, a party of men, completely dis- 
guused, wearing masks and white coats, and 
numbering fourteen men, rode directly in front 
of Mr. Maddox's residence. When within 20 
feet of the gate they were ordered by the Sheriff 
to halt. They made a temporary halt, but, see- 
ing no one, again advanced. The Sheriff, step- 
ping out, called to them, in the name of the peo- 
ple of the State of Illinois, and . of bis 
authority as Sheriff of Franklin County. to sur- 
render. They replied, *‘ No, sir, we'll not,” and 
immediately fired at the Sheriff, who had 
luckily stepped behind «a fence gprver. 
The posse commenced — a them, 
wherenpon eaving one of 
their ortally wounded and 
badly demoralized. Had the posse foliowed up 
their advantage by pursuing them, they would 
doubtless have captured teveral of them, As 
shown next morviag by going over the ground, 
they threw away their masks and coats as they 
ran. Thirteen masks were found within a mile 
of the engagement, six badly riddied with bul- 
lets and bloody, showing that the ebots effected 
something. One of their borses was found 
dead in the road, about a mile from the scene of 
the fight. Four other horses have been found 
slightly wounded, The wounded Ku-Kiux was 
brought to Benton, and has giveo the names of 
several of the party. The Sheriff and posse are 
now out im search of them.

MURDE? MOST FOUL AND UNYATURAL. 

Special Dispatch t. The Chetoo Tribune. 

Cc NAT, O., Aug. 19.— The horse-auction 
market on Fifth street 1 always the scene of 
turbulence and noise, frequently of angry dis- 
putes, quarrela, and violations of the law. It is 
the resort of a reckless and more or less desper- 
ate class of men, who, for wantof a better 
designation, may be termed horse-sharps. They 
are men who live by their wits in horse-trades, 
tborougbly uuserupu ous. tricky, aod unreliable. 
A tribe of whisky parasites adhere to the horse- 
market and deal out the liquid bell that fires the 
horse-dealers’ brains, and, in the main, accounw 
for the evil passions which leod a certain terror to 
the piace, This afterooon the horse market was 
the scene of the most shocking fratricide that 
bas ever occurred in the history of the city. 
The actors in the tragedy were Thomas Moran, 
Nicholas Moran, and William Moran, brothers, 
over 50 years of age and beads of a families. Dur- 
ing the settlement of business for the day these 


men, horse-sharps in every sense of the term, 
became involved in a quarrel, and in a few min- 
utes came to blows. It was an old difficulty, a 
repetition of a wrong on the part of William 
Moran, which drew down upon him 
the vengeance of his) exasperated brothers. 
The big ctowd of horeemen and 
loafers sympathized with Thomas and Nicholas, 
and formed a circle around the trio to see it out. 
William was soon knocked down, and, while his 
brothers showered a torrent of oaths terriflo to 
hear, they literally kicked his skull to pieces, and 
only desisted when the poor, bleeding form that 
was their brother ceased & breathe. In all the 
crowd not one offered to interfere to prevent the 
shocking deed, but, when it was over, the police 
appeared and  arres fratricides. 
To-night they are the police-station, 
erving because their brother w dead. 
He was a quarrelsome, oad man, a 
terror among the terrible men of the place, but 
the epormity of his taking-off bas stricken the 
stolid natures of the horse-sherps with horror, 
and the scene of the sickeving tragedy wears a 
peculiar air of grimness to-night that eveu the 
habitues of the region do not care to disbturb. 
On the same spot, a few years ago, & man was 
brained with a chairin the hands of a drunken 
horse-dealer.

SHOOTING AFFAIR AMONG WLTIANSONIAN S. 


Sparta (Id.) Plaindealer, Aug. 17. 

About 3 o'elock in the afternoon of Sunday 
last, information reached us that a man had 
been shot and killed on the morning of that day 
at Blair, about 6 miles south of this city, and 
the probabilities were that the pr@Pessional 
assassins of bloody Williamson County had 
sounded the tocsin in old Randolph. 

We repaired to the bedside of the wounded 


man immediately on our arrival at Blair, and, in 
respouse to interrogatories were told the fol- 
lowing brief story: 

My name is Heury B. Norman; came to this place 
from Williamson unty; sent back for Johu F. 
Shanklon to come here and work for me: he worked 
about a month, and, owing me some money, I took a 
bill of of some furniture, etc., as security. He 
returned to Wiluamson County, near Carterville, to 
live, This morning about 6 o’cl he, in company 
with my brother-in-law, James T. drove up to 
the fence in a wagon, and calied me out, I went out, 
and Shankion said he had papers and wanted that 
property; Itold him he could not get it; he said he 
would bet me $10 that he did get it, and said that I was 
a d—d dirty puppy: 1 told bum he wess scoundrel ; 
some other words passed, and he picked up a doubile- 
barreled shot-gun out of the wagon; he 
would shoot, I started off running, when he fired, the 
charge lodging in my arm, back and side. He then 
took uff across the fields, in a southeastern direction, 
and has got been seen since. 

In further conversation with Mr. Normar and 
his step-father, Mr. Davis, we learned that they, 
with their families and two or three family rela- 
tives, had to leave Williamson County under 
threats of death from the vendetta. These two 
gentlemen, together with two others, gave evi- 
dence before the United States Jury 
against some of the assassins in that county, ia 
consequence of which their lives were threatened, 
the other two men having since been killed. 

Constable McDonald aud others started in pur- 
suit of the would-be assassin, and up to Sunday 
night had not returned. 

About forty-six shots in all were lodged im the 
body of Norman, the greater portion in his right 
arm. There is not much fear of his death, but 
the warm weather may produce mortification, 
aod cause the amputation of his arm.

These figures exhibit material discrepancies in other 
things than lard. It ia reported that one house made 
a mistake of 1,000 tos of the latter a few days ago, 
which would nearly make the two footings agree, But 
it was claimed yesterday that there is a good deal more 
than 7,200 tes summer lard in the city; or in other 
words, that a good deal of the 36,724 tes returned as 
Water is really summer make, and ought not to be 
delivered on contracts, One interested party expressed 
himself as certain that there is not more than 25,000 
tos of the winter stud here. 

It ia a great pity that we cannot insure statistics 
worthy of the name; but we don’t. It is the same in 
grain. The reported receipts of wheat, according to 
the table above, were but little more than 15,00) bu 
yesterday; they were probably more than twice that 
quantity. The error, if it be one, did not 
ocour in the office of the Sesretary of the 
Board of Trade, One of the leading railroads 
reported 1,050 bu of wheat, which possibly ought to 
be 10,500 bu. Unfortunately a direct comparison can- 
not be made with the inspection returns, The peculiar 
value of the compilation may be inferred when it is 
understood that ‘he returns of one road are generally 
two days old whea rendered, while the other-rosds are 
only one day behind time in their returus, If Tues- 
day’s receipts on the Northwestern be added to Wed- 
nesday’s receipts on the Central, and the whole pub- 
lished as the receipts for the twenty-four hours pre- 
ceding 7 @clock on Thursday morning} and if we 
then allow s possible margin of 100 per cent below to 
1,000 per cent above, for error, and 80 per cent of the 
members of the Board risk their money on the 
strength of the compilation, what then are their 
chances of gain or loss? The monte man who turns 
up a corner of the Queen, and then changes the crease, 
can perhaps answer the question. . 

Absolute accuracy is not attainable in this world; 
but it is not too much to ask that greater uniformity 
be secured in making returns, and due care in their 
compilation. Large amounts of money are not un- 
frequently risked upon the information assumed to 
be conveyed by these figures, and not seldom is money 
lost because the statistive are not even approximately 
correct. This question of statistics is one that vitally 
affects the whole commercial world, and it ought not 
to be treated lightly.

The Sioux Commissioners arrived here yester- 
day, and held a Council to-day in an Indian 
village 8 miles from the Agency. All the Indian 
tribes residing in this reservation—the Yancton- 
pais, Blackfeet, and Uncpapa—were represented. 
Big Head, Two Bear, Wolf, Necklace, John 
Grass, Kill-Eagie, Save, and Long Soldier were 
the principal Chiefs and Head-Men present. 

There bad been some apprehension that, these 
Indians having been omitted from the list of 
those invited to visit Washington last spring, 
they might offer some obstacle in the way of tas 
proposed treaty. Happily, they are in a very 
trienaly mood, and are generally 

DI>POSED TO SELL THE BLACK AMA. 
We have seen but few Indians who do not agree 
to this policy, and. those who want to retain 
that country will certainly be in the 
minority; but it is quite likely there may 
be a wide difference of opivion as to the price to 
be demanded. Old Red Skirt, a Mionecoajou 
Chief. insiste that he must not hear of selling 
the Black Hills in fifty years t@ come; but he 
appears to stend almost alone. John Grass, one 
of the Head Chiefs of the Biackfeet, will acoom- 
pany the Commissioners to visit the Indians 
lower down on the Missouri, at Fort Thompson, 
Brule, aud the Yaokton Agency. The Indians 
bere will almost immediately start for Red-Clond 
Agenoy, to attend the Grand Council to be held 
near there in the first days of next month. They 
will hunt on the wav, and will und no lack of 
game. Oue party, which lately came in, say 
that they killed 748 antelope; and a band of In- 
dians out six weeks killed 1,800. John Grass, 
the leader, himself killed 53. 
4 CURIOUS SUPERSTITION. 


a secluded place, 2 miles 
from the Agency. It is a mall granite bowlder, 
2 test bigh, aed 20 inches in diameter at its 
base. The piace is jealously guarded by the 
Indians, who regard this ubly stone with saper- 
stitious awe. They worship it, and at regular 
intervals bring offerings of food and water. 
Bome believe it to be a petrified woman, and 
bring it female dress and ornaments. The face 
of the stone is neariy covered with stran 
hieroglyphics in paint,-and a number of medi- 
cine- bags are suspended in the vicinity. 

The indians here appear prosperous and con- 
tented, and make no complaints to the Commis- 
sioners againrt Col. Burkert the Agent. They 
bave been favored with a plentiful supply of 
raia, and their country appears to the best ad- 
vaoiage.

Hawks, 
trom Opicago; aud E. B. Kimball, Indian In- 
spector. The Commissioners arrived here last 
Friday night, and on Saturday they mei the 
Indians in Vouncit on the hillside in & grove, and 
made known their instructions through their 
Ohairman, Mr. Van Vorhees. They told the In- 
diaus that the Great Father had heard their com- 


} plaints, and bad sent them to investigate the 
| administration of Agent Gibson, and ascertain 


whether, on acoount of fraud, inefficiency, or 
corruption: he sbould be sent away; or, if he 
was 8 good Agent, the fact should be known aud 
bis name vine 

Pawne-uve-po-poshe, Governor of the Orages, 
erose, and, after shaking hands with the Com- 
missioners, said that the Osages were somewhat 
divided among themselves. and he thought that 
Shey should postyoue making their charges 
against tbe Agent until Monday, in order that 
they.could meet together and unite upon what 
they wanted to say. 

Che-to-pa, tbe Chief Counselor, believed the 
Indians were just as well prevared to make their 
charges and complaints as they ever would be, 
aud thought they should proceed at once. 
Several other Chiefs and high Counselors spoke, 
urging that further proceedings be pos poned un- 
til Monday. Tue Commissioners depided to post- 
poue the further consideration, as desired by the 
Governor aud other leading Osages, 

Just before the session adjourved, an 

AMUSING AYD EXCITING EPISODE 
occurred, as follows: August Captain, a leading 
half-breed, arose, and, im the Osage language, 
told «be Indians that Kimball, the Indian In- 
epector, who was a member of the Commission, 
had been hure last winter; that complaints bad 
been made to bim agaist the Agent at that 
time; and that he bad refused to hear them, 
aud intimated that be bad already decided the 
matter in favor of Agent Gibsou. And 
interpreter standing near Mr. Kimbali told him 
the substance of the baif-breed’s remarks. Kim- 

was somewhat vet.ied, as was apparent to 
every one. He arose and began a speech to the 
dians, in which he stated that, when he was 
ere last winter, they bad made no complaints 
against their Agent. At this point. an oid Indian 
+ arose and interru him, saying that he was 
mistaken ; that he himself had made complaints 
against che Agent; but that he (Kimball) had 
insulted him, and told him he must not turn his 
back on the Government, but must obey the 
Agent.—that the Government would not do any- 
thing for those who did not obey its Agents,— 
that he must go to work. or be would lose his 
lands and houses. A dozen Indians and half- 
breeds assented audibly. The Indian Inspector 
was chagrined aud confused. He attempted to 
apologize tor what he had said last winter, and 
“hoped the Indians would forget it and start anew. 

The Commissioners saw t, instead of i- 
vegtigating Gibson, the indiats were investigat- 
ing Kimball, and oncluded the best plan would 
be to adjourn. 

In the evenigg, the braves assembled in front 
of the Agent's boyse, and gave 

A DANCE, 
similar to the war-dauce in former days. A doz- 
en or more of the Chiefs and Head-Men sat down 


score of the braves, dressed m the most fantas- 
tic manner, aod pamted lavishly, booted, howled, 
i oaned, screeched, and yelled, in the 
most hideous and unearthly manner,—all tae 
while brandishing their tomabawks and spears, 
flourishing their feathers aod bighly-orna- 
mented trappings. During the performance, they 
clapped their feet upon the ground in 
the wost vigorous manner, and circled back and 
forth amoug each other so recklessly as to es tite 
alarm for their personal safety. An Indian war- 
dance is one of those 42 that, to be appreci- 
ated, must be teen; and, having been seen, the 
im ression can never be obliterated from the 


mind. 
This morning I attended divine services at the 
school-house built for the pur Of educating 
Osage hopefuls. The services were conducted 
through the Rev. Mr. Mathews, alas Bin Nix- 
on,” who was a bushwhacker during the War, 
and one of Quantre'l’s band that sacked Law- 
rence. This individus! bas married @ squa v, 
and, having learned to speak the Osage language, 
has’ become a t man. He professes to be 
part Indian, but those who know bim best say he 
haso’t a drop of Indian blood in his veins. He 
acted as interpreter at divine services this morn- 
ine. The whole affair appeared to have been 
gotten up by Gibson for the purpose of infiu- 
eneing the minds of the Comm ssiopers in his 
favor. The Indians «ho were present were 
SPECIAL PETS OF THE AGENT. 
The speaking was dooe by four Indians who are 
known to have received special favors from him. 
Ne-ka-ke-pan-vabh, who spoke first, had beeo 
made a Obief by Agent Gibson, who divided the 
origipal band for that purpose. Saucy Chief, 
who spoke next, had also been made a Chief by 
Gibson in the same manner. Che-to-pa, Head 
Counselor, was made such by Gibson, against 
the wishes of seven-eigbths of the Osages. 
These are the Indians that epoke out in meet- 
in', epd they all told the same story, zi. ¢., if 
that busbwhacking interpreter told the truth. 
They wanted to do like the white man: learn to 
‘ plow, to., to quit bunting, to give ap the ous- 
toms of their fathers, etc. Theo luspector Kim- 
ball played his part iu the little game. He arose, 
aod, with an expression of painful solemnity, 
told the audience how glad was 
that the Lord bad sent such 
men to them totesch them about their Great 
Father, ‘etc. Hedrew a comparison between 
this aud other Agencies, in which he landed this 
and condemned others. He went out of his way 
to reflect up>a the former bof the Osages, 
Mr. Spow, ho was a Methodist and « very good 
man. Tue conduct of Mr. Kimball indicates 
that he is bere to whitewash aod sequit Agent 
Gibson, regardless of the evidence agains: him.

Most of the cases offailure in any well-designed a 
paratus may be ascribed to either of the following 
causes: The lack of harmony between the tus 
and the furnace it was applied to; the carelessness of 
the stokers or firemen ; orthe attempt to get more 
steam from the boiler than the apparatus applied to 
the furnace was designed to correspond with.

STREET-PAVING OONTBACTORS. 

To the Fdttor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Cm1caco, , Aug. 18.—Your correspondent 
“Jones,” in his communication ef the 17th, 
which appeared in this morning’s issue of your 
paper, does great injustice to the contractors, 
while, from his hastinese, he entirely fails to 
discover the causes for the defects in the wood- 
en-block pavement of which be complains. I 
deny his assertion that every depression or sink- 
bolein the “Nicolson pavement” is a tale of 
fraud, and that the contractor has not properly 
done the work. Examination will prove that 
the defects have been produced by taking up 
the pavement for repairing or putting down 
gas and water pipes, orfor sewerage purposes, 
when of necessity the board foundations (being 
laid lengthwise of the roadway) are cut into 
fragments and the filling- removed to a depth of 
several feet, and imperfectly replaced, frequently 
only one-half of the dirt being again put into 
the excavation, and the pieces of what formed 
part of the board foundation thrown in on top 
regardiess of the consequences. The remedy 
for this is clearly in the bands of the Board of 
Publie Works, who should under no circum- 
stances dermit the contractor’s work to be taken 
up and replaced, save by himself or under his 
own direction. Then, again, if a contract is let, 
by and with the consent of the property-owners, 
for a cheap pavement,” dispensing with a plank 
foundation, and the contractor fills the require- 
ment by putting the blocks on a sand or gravel 
bed, how can he be reasonably charged with 
fraud, or held accountable for the depressions 
that every man of common sense knows muss 
inevitably take place? Another abuse oft our 
wooden payemeats may be found in that whieh 
is perpetrated by house movers, who ruthleasly 
drive their iron winch stays into and through 
the pavement, splitting aeunder blocks and 
foundation plank, and no one opposes the de- 
struction. Mr. Jones has, in his hasty conclu- 
sions, overlooked these facts, and done great 
injustice to contractors generally.

REUNION. 


The Preparations for the Forthcom- 
ing Seildiers’ Meeting at Watseka, 
att. 

Warsexa, IL, Aug. 19.—The Reunion to be 
hell at this place on the 24th, 25th, and 26th 
inst., promises to be a grand success. Exten- 
sive preparations are being made, and we expect 
to excel anv rennion yet held in the State out- 
side of Chicago. Gen. Oglesby and Gov. Bever- 
idge, with other prominent speakers, have assur- 
ed us that they will be present. Adjt.-Gen. Hill- 
iard starts. from Springfield on Monday next with 
the flags of over twenty Illinois regiments, and 
we have already received from the State Arsenal 
a fine collection of relics aod a brass field- piece, 
which was captured during the Mexican war by 
the regiment of Col. Bissel, and afterwards pre- 
sented to the State. Tents have been shipped 
from the Government depot at Jeffersonville, 
Ind., by order of the Secretary of War. A 
splendid camping-ground, conveniently located, 
with an abundance of artesian water and 
shade, is in readiness. Several ‘bands 


have been engagal, among which is the 
celebrated Great Western Light Guard Band, 
of Chicago. Excursion rates have been secured 
on the Chicago, Danville & Vincennes Road, and 
an effort is being made to secure a reduction in 
fare on tbe Ilimoyw Central and Toledo, Peoria 
& Warsaw Roads. The muster-roll now shows 
that over 100 regiments will be represented, tifty- 
six being IIlinois, seventeen Ipdiana, nine 
Ohio, besides those from more distant States. 
A large number of u military men bave been 
invited, many of whom have accepted and will 
report for rations. A grand military bali wilkbe 
given on the evening of the 26th at the Opera-

The Novogorod-Popotfka. 

The new circular iron-ciad vessel, built for the 
Russian coast defense, and called the Novogorod- 
Popoffka, after the name of its iaventor. Vice- 
Admiral Popoff, is an absolute novelty in naval 
construction. If combines the maximum of 
tonnage with the minimum of draught, so that, 
carrying 2,494 tons, it draws but about four me- 
tres of water, a metre being 39,868 American 
inches, Being compact and circular it presents 
no point particularly yanerable. The bridge, 
which measures haicly 33 metres in diameter, is 
also covered with iron plates, which are slightly 
inelined and go to the surface of the water. The 
guns are placed on an iron turret in the centre 
of the vessel, which, being open. gives precision, 
and allows the pieces to be aimed accurately and 
fired together or singly. There are two guns, 
each weighing 28 tons, with a calibre of 11 Eu- 
glish inches. are two engiges of 480 nom- 
inal horse-power, which, however, can be in 
creased to 3,000 horse-power. ou is 
given by three screws, ove on each side of the 
rudder. The vessel was built at Nicolaieff, on 
the Black Sea, and launched last year. Another 
of the same model ts now building.
